
LAKKSIDE RACING. 

The weather was cold and raw and the track 
sloppy yesterday at Lakeside. The attendance 
has dropped oflf considerably and it is doubtful 
if I 600 people saw the races. It was another 
bad day for the talent, only one favorite win- 
ning, and that one, Boney Boy, was at such a 
short price that it is doubtful if he was played 
to any great extent. 

The defeat of Boanerges was unlooked for 
and proved to be the sensational feature of the 
day. He was in the fourth race, which was at 
1 1-16 miles, and among his opponents were Top- 
mast and Dr. Sheppard. These same horses 
have met twice this week and on Saturday of 
last week Boanerges met Topmast, and carry- 
ing 118 pounds to the latter’s 108. beat him in a 
common gallop. The pair, with Dr. Sheppard 
added, came together again on Monday. This 
time Dr. Sheppard was first, Topmast, second, 
and Boanerges, fourth. Dr. Sheppard carried 
117 to Boanerges’ 114 and 108 was on Topmast 
In yesterday’s race the Doctor and Boanerges 
carried 112 each and Topmast had 109 up. It 
Topmast's turn to win, although both the 
had weight off and he was picking up 
a pound. This seemed to make no 
difference, however, and Topmast came 
home an easy winner Dr. Sheppard got 
the place and Boanerges was a far back third. 
In all three races the track has been practi- 
cally the same and after Topmast won there 
was a lot of carping talk. Boanerges opened up 
at 7 to 10, but by post time he was backed down 
to 2 to 6. What might have been the issue of 
the race had all the horses ran throughout 
without interference might be fair matter for 
argument, but to all appearances Master T. 
Burns on Dr. Sheppard thought be had only to 
make sure that Boanerges should not win. By 
dint of carrying the latter wide and cutting 
him off at a critical time ho effectually dis- 
posed of the McGuigan cast-off, and incident- 
ally his own. Sloan on Topmast attended strict- 
ly to his own business and stealing a lead with 
Topmast that could not bo overcome in the 
scurry through the final furlong. 

• The so'.itary favorite to score came from 
“Virginia” Bradley’s camp. Hi had Boney Boy 
in the fifth race, which was at seven furlongs, 
and after seven of the original thirteen entries 
had been scratched, the colt appeared to be a 
certain winner. He was never bettor than 2 to 
5 in the betting, and getting away in the lead, 
won all the way, being eased up five lengths to 
the good. There was a hot contest for the 
place, which Harry Natter got by a nose from 
Easter Card. The latter and Harry Nutter 
bitched up at the eighth post and from there 
to the wire a bumping match took place. 
Easter Card was the offender, and had ho 
finished second it is more than likely that he 
would have been disqualified. 

In the first race jockey Ellis gave an exhibi- 
tion of how easy it is to lose a race He was 
riding, or rather had the mount on Tony Li- 
calzi’s fillyRosolia, which was backed down from 
16 to 1 to 3 to 1. That the filly was the best and 
only Ellis' carelessness cost her the race was 
evident. The boy got away second with a flying 
and going right on about his business 
three lengths to the good and running 
easily when the stretch was reached. Along 
about the sixteenth post Ellis evidently had a 
thought. This seemed to make him forget that 
ho was riding in a race, and he proceeded to 
dream over it. Before he knew what had hap- 
pened along came Cousin Lettie with a rush on 
the inside and stole the race. When Ellis saw 
Cousin Lettie coming he awoke with a start 
aad almost fell off. 

McCann, who rode Cousin Lettie, dropped his 



lead pad just after passing the wire. This is 
another example of Tony Licalzi’s bad luck. 
Had the boy lost his weight fifteen feet this 
side of where he did it would surely have cost 
him the race. 

Old David was backed from 2 to 1 down to '8 
to 6 to win the second race but he was lucky to 
get the place. Bloss got a running start with 
Braw Lad and setting a terrific pace raced all 
those behind him into dizziness the first part of 
the journey and fairly walked home. David 
swerving and staggering, beat Newsgatherer a 
short head for second money. Braw Lad was 
run up $200 over his entered price of $500 but 
was retained by his owners. 

The third, a five furlong dash, furnished a 
corking good finish. The first five horses were 
so close together that it was almost impossible 
to tell which had won. Billy Mason, the 8 to 5 
favorite, led by two and a half lengths into the 
stretch, but then began to tire badly. Below the 
eighth post there was a general closing up, and 
with whips slashing and mud flying, five horses 
Hashed by the wire on almost even terms. Crys- 
talline on the inside got the verdict with Dous- 
terswivel second and Billy Mason third. Fog 
Parks was fourth and Grey John fifth. 

The fourth was the Boanerges race and the 
fifth was Boney Boy’s. Overland, well ridden 
by Sloan, captured the sixth event. Overland 
was a 5 to 1 chance and simply galloped all the 
way. Borden, the favorite, finished second and 
Dr. Marks was third. 

Starter Dwyer has reinstated jockey Ho:den. 
He is about the best boy at his weight at the 
track. 

Old “Cap’’ Walden furnished the favorites 
for two races, but did not have the good for- 
tune to get away with a purse. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

The San Francisco Daily Racing News of No- 
vember 2 says : 

“Jack Atkin consulted Judge Murphy about 
the right of Clawson to sign with Sydney Paget 
for next season this morning. ‘It is ridiculous,’ 
said Mr. Murphy. ‘Your contract with him will 
bold. Write and notify him to be back by No- 
vember 15, If he does not report by then, I’ll 
notify the New York racing officials and he wfll 
not be allowed to ride in the east.’ 

“November 15th is the time set for Clawson 
to return from the employ of Hildreth. Tf 
Paget wants him to ride,’ said Atkin, “let him 
pay us a consideration. I’m through with him, 
but he is bound to us, and we have paid his 
salary. I don’t care whom he rides for.’ ” 

At a meeting of the Metropolitan Turf Asso- 
ciation in New York, Monday night, the follow- 
ing Governing Committee was elected for the 
ensuing year: E. N. Marks, George A. Whee- 
lock, Edward Baxter, Edward M. Gaines and 
Robert L. Rose. 

E. N. Marks was elected treasurer and T. G. 
Sulliav secretary. It was voted to give $1,000 a 
day toward the support of the Washington 
meeting, in order to encourage racing at the 
capital. The betting rules were discussed and 
the matter was referred to the Governing Com- 
mittee, with instructions to formulate new 
rules. 

At a meeting of the stockholders of the the 
Quttenburg race track in Hoboken Friday night, 
October 28, it was decided to subscribe a fund 
of $60 000, in order to take the property out of 
the hands of the receiver and stop the sale 
ordered for November 10. The property is esti- 
mated to bo worth $200,000. 

James Lynch, Chicago.— Headlight II., the 
horse now running in the east, is by Grenada- 
Long Girl. There is another Headlight, but he 
has not started on any recognized track since 
189ti. 



Gustavus Hamilton, the steeplechase jockey, 
died at Toronto, Canada, on October 27, and 
was buried on Sunday, October 30. His funeral 
was well attended by horsemen and jockeys. 
Ho had not ridden often recently on account of 
ill health, though at one time he was promi- 
nent as a steeplechase jockey. Ho rode in many 
jumping races over the Chicago tracks. 

A yearling by Aintroe— Spaldiomore, the 
property of J. V. Shipp, is reported to have 
worked three-eighths over the Lexington track 
last week in 36J^ with big weight up. 

Bennington & Gardner have dissolved part- 
nership Bennington will sell his share of the 
horses and retire. Gardner will race at Now 
Orleans. 

Gen. W. H. Jackson has bought Clara Bauer 
and added her to the list of Belle Meade brood- 
mares. 

Jimmy Rowe will train Mr. James R. Keene’s 
horeos next year.

The well known English turf writer who signs 
himself “Jim the Penman” says: The an- 

ouncement made several weeks since to the 
effect that Sloan will take up residence 
in this country, and ride first for Lord 
William Beres/ord, is likely to be confirmed 
in fact, and equally it may be taken for 
granted that Huggins has been persuaded to 
take up fresh quarters at Heath House as pri- 
vate trainer. The riding of the American 
jockey is still the all-absorbing sub- 
ject of discussion in the racing world, 
and there can be no question that the de- 
sire to see him at work has had a great 
deal to do with the increase in the financial 
returns of several recent meetings as compared 
with the corresponding fixtures of last year, 
and with none probably more than New- 
market Second October. Up to the present 
his habitual supporters have had all 
the best of the settling, and as re- 
gards the few friends who crossed the Atlantic 
with him, their winnings up to the present 
must represnt a very large sum of money. 
Should the tide of fortune continue at the 
fiood. the matter will assume a more 
or loss serious aspect, for the simple 
reason that the money won will probably 
be taken over to America, never to return, 
and the loss will bo felt much more than if it 
remained in circulation, much in the same way 
as obtains when one of our great races falls to 
the share of a foreigner and the money goes 
from our side to that of <»ur friends on the other 
side of the Channel, as happened after such 
coups as were effected by Adonis, Montargis, 
Pent Etre, Jongleur, Plaisanterie, Alicante, 
Tenebreuse and others.
